Iu tbo summer of 1871 thero appeared 


ID our little city s young gentleman of 
pleasing manners and courtly address, at 
that time calling himself Newton J. Mc- 
Murray. He sported diamonds in pro- 
fusion, was a liberal patron of the llfory 
•tables, bad bis fine looking countenance 
painted by our best artlati, and to *U ap- 
pearances, was a gentleman of high tal- 
ents, superior education, and plenty of 
money. According to his own itery he 
was a gentlemen of leisure, being posses*' 
ed of a plantation In Florida, Where h« 
•pent his winter*. , He bad many relatives 
•t various point* la this tad adjoining 


and his vltiti to them wen of fre- 


quent occurrence. While on * visit to 
Decoith, low*, ha prorated to the First 
National Bank a draft that he bad raUed 
from one to nine hundred dollars. Tali 
was accepted and the money paid. The 
fraud was soon discovered, and a detective 
was tent to Bt. Paul, Minnesota, whore 
the forger was supposed to bo holding 
forth, but McMurray was too shatp for 
him. A telegram was sent to the Chief of 
'Police in Decatur to arrest the man calling 
for a valise at the Express ofllce, addressed 
to N. J. MoMurray. 
In the absence of 


Marshal Haworth, Deputy Marshal Mo- 
ronoy arrested'McMurray i bo was taken 
to the Priest House, and while thero es- 
caped from the custody of the officer. 


From that time he has been In almost 


every Htate In the South and East. After 
his escape the President of tho First Na- 
tional Bank in Decorah, Iowa, came to 
this point and placed the whole matter in 
the bands of Marshal Haworth, who work- 
ed up tho cnsc In a most elaborate manner. 
Through some moans known to detectives, 
and a mystery to the ualnltlatod, ho ascer- 
tained tho points to w filch McMunay bad 
ordered his letter sent. Photographs of 
tho man were sent to the postmasters, In 
each case, with orders to arrest him as noon 
as he appeared. McMurray was not ar- 
reitcd through this plan ot Marshal Ha- 
wortb'n, owing to-hls superior sharpness In 
never calling for bis letters In person, and 
having them forwarded to other points, 


His route after he left Decatur waa as 


follows: From St. Louis ho went to Cin- 
cinnati ; from there to Washington Oily; 
then to New York; back to Richmond, 
Va.; then to New Orleans, La.; from thero 
to Bavanuah, Qa.; then to Jackson, Miss.; 
and Vlcksburg, Mtos.; from thereto Padu- 
cah, Ky.j back to Cincinnati, 0,; up to 
Lancaster, O.; down to Indianapolis, Ind.; 
from there to Mattoon; back to Indianap- 
olis, and In that locality ho has remained 
over since. At these places he assumed 
many names, some of which are as fol- 
lows : R. M. Hall, H. McMurray, W. W, 
Weir, J. I. Jordon, Thomas Lewis, John 
Wallace, Justinian Walters, &c,, Ac. At 
Savannah, Ga., bo Mel Capt. Joab Wilkin- 
son, who wan at that time an Inspector In 
the custom house at that point. H« re- 
numbered having seen Joab in Decatur, 
and renewed hie acquaintance, and Induced 
him to go to a bank and vouch for his 
identity as 
Harlan, wbere be succeed- 


ed In obtaining $500 on a raised draft.— 
When Capt. Wilkinson returned to this 
point, upon being shown a pbitograph of 
McMurray he identified him as being the 
man 
Harlan. 


During all this time, however, Marshal 


Haworth kept track of him, and heard of 
his operations at various polntt. A few 
days since he received ID formation from 
one of bis correspondents that a man an- 
swering tho description of MoMurray was 
in Anderson, Indiana. A photograph was 
sent, and tbo correspondent's supposition 
proved to be correct. Notifying the Mar- 
shi.l of the fact, the lultor at once went to 
Anderson, and for tho lirst time in eighteen 
months had the pleasure of Boeing tho man 
ho bad been bunting during all that tlmo. 
He was sailing under another alias here, 
as vrlll be aeon from tho following state- 
ment from the Anderson Herald of last 
Week; 
', 


• '.'& man by the natno ol Justinian Wal- 
ters has boon arrested and is now in our 
county Jail on three charges—burglary, 
grand larceny and arson. He, is supposed 
to be the principal in the robbery nnd the 
burnlcg of tbo Bee Lino Passenger Depot. 
Walters was detected at CroBtllne trying to 
sell a ticket from Anderson to Boston.— 
Not being able to account satisfactorily for 


1 the ticket, the Crcstlino agent had him ar- 
rested, and notified tho railroad authori- 
ties," Ho waa brought to Anderson on Mon- 
day evening on requisition of Gov. Hen- 
drlcks upon tho Governor of Ohio, had « 
preliminary examination before Mayor 
koach on Tuesday, and was committed up- 
on the three charges above named. 
," The ticket which Walters was trying 


to sell had the Anderson office stamp 
upon it. A valise suppossd to belong to 
him, was found upon examination to con- 
tain about *7,000 worth of tickets that 
also belonged to the Anderson office.— 
While the evidence against Walters is 
strongly circumstantial, we understand 
that nothing positive was proven against 
him." 


Marshal Haworth had a long talk with 


McMurray, in which he denied having any 
connection wllh the crime for which be Is 
now under arrest, but gave him some in- 
teresting details concerning bin travels 
since leaving Decatur. 


It will be remembered that at I ho time 


of kisescape It WAS charged and believed by 
many persons, that his release was effected 
through tho connivance of iho officer 
having him in custody, and charges were 
preferred against Moronny and he was dls- 
mifwod from the police force, but was re- 
instated again a year ago. What effect 
the present statements of McMurray may 
havo upon the public mind wo know uoi, 
but he now BolemnlyJdeelftraB that ho did 
buy his freedom from the officer mention- 
ed, nnd paid him a large sum to induce 
him In ullow him to escape,
